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What is claimed is: 

1. A cosmetic composition comprising 0. 
polymethoxyflavone represented by formula (I):

wherein each of R 1 , R 2 , R% R\ R 5 , R 6 , R 7 , R 8 , R 9 , and R 10 is selected 
from the group consisting of hydrogen atom, hydroxyl group, alkoxy 
group having 1 to 20 carbon atoms, alkyl group having 1 to 20 carbon 
atoms, alkenyl group haying 2 to 20 carbon atoms, hydroxyalkyl group 
having 1 to 20 carbon atoms or a sugar residue, and at least four of R 1 , R 2 , 
R 3 , R 4 , R 5 , R 6 , R 7 , R 8 , Rr, and R 10 are methoxy groups. 

2. The cosmetic composition of claim 1, wherein the polymethoxyflavone 
comprises at lesist one compound selected from the group consisting of

^3. The cosmetic composition of claim 2, wherein the polymethoxyflavone 
comprises at least one comjiBmid selected from the group consisting of 
5,6,7,8,3\4'4iexamethoxyflavone ana^fi^^^'-pentamethoxyflavone. 

4. A method for isolating s^id purifying polymethoxyflavone comprising 
the steps of: 

subjecting peel of a plant of the Genus Citrus of the Family 
Rutaceae to extraction with atVeast one solvent selected from the group 




consisting of methanol, ethanol, 
propylene glycol, and 1, 3-but^ 

dissolving the extract 
stirring, separating into layers 
ethyl acetate to obtain a dry solid 

dissolving the dry solid prod 1 
to liquid column chromatography 

5. A method for isolating and purify 
the steps of:
